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Issues over WSSC Water Mains 
Lead to a Two-hour Session 


At its December 17 workses- 
sion, the Greenbelt City Council 
spent more than two hours con- 
sidering what was essentially an 
administrative matter. The issue 
related to relocation and replace- 
ment of Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission (WSSC) 
water mains from residential 
back yards to street rights-of-way. 
Council’s main concern was a 
potential tree loss from the work. 

As to that issue, WSSC, at 
council’s request, will mark with 
ribbons any significant trees to 
be removed because of the pipe 
installation. City officials and 
adjacent residents will thus be 
able to see what the impact will 
be. This is to be done after final 
plans are completed but before 
work proceeds. 

Also, with the concurrence 
of affected residents present, 
existing water mains in the back 
yards of nine nearby homes will 
be abandoned and their rights- 
of-way vacated in favor of the 
homeowners. 

History 

WSSC staff plans to refurbish 
its water storage tank on Ridge 
Road near Lastner Lane and 
behind some homes in Boxwood 
Village. The tank was built in

1936, when the original Green- 
belt government housing was be- 
ing built and before the city was 
a city and residents had moved 
into the model planned commu- 
nity. At that time there were no 
plans for housing near the tank 
and the few farm homes existing 
in that area were to be purchased 
by the government and removed. 
The water lines to and from the 
tank ran where best suited. 

When Boxwood Village was 
subdivided, the water mains and 
their easements ran across the 
backyards of new homes on 
White Birch and Julian Courts 
and on Lastner Lane. Appar- 
ently some homeowners were 
not aware that these easements 
existed; they had been marked on 
a Boxwood Village plat as “to be 
abandoned.” 

Ridge Road between Ivy Lane 
and Lastner Lane 1s an historic 
road dating back to at least the 
nineteenth century, long before 
the government acquired land in 
the area for Greenbelt and the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC). The road tied 
into Edmonston Road to the 
south and may even have preced- 
ed that part of Edmonston Road 
north of Greenbelt. It ran up 


the hill, tying into the roadway 
running northward now called 
Research Road. 

When the government bought 
land for Greenbelt, it was the 
intention to buy all land up to 
the boundaries of BARC. How- 
ever, the government failed to 
reach purchase agreements with 
several property owners before 
appropriations to buy land had 
expired. One such property, 
then known as the Fury property, 
is now owned by members of 
the Jones family. This property 
lies along the north side of the 
road between the Lakeside North 
property and Lastner Lane, while 
a significant portion of the exist- 
ing road bed lies within the Fury 
property boundaries. 

Roads Not Platted 

The federal government never 
bothered to plat the roads in 
Greenbelt until Congress ordered 
the land to be sold in 1953. At 
that time roadways were dedicat- 
ed as public rights-of-way. Since 
the government owned only part 
of the existing Ridge Road, only 
that part was dedicated, well less 
than a fully dedicated right-of- 
way width.

Council Gets Updates on Theater 
And Middle School Renovations 


In addition to a number of 
routine matters, the agenda for 
the December 8 regular meeting 
of the Greenbelt City Council 
included an update on the theater 
renovation and a discussion of 
the diminishing likelihood that 
the city will be able to make use 
of space in the historic section of 
the Greenbelt Middle School to 
enhance city services in Green- 
belt West. Also on the agenda, 
to be covered in a future story, 
were actions taking the first steps 
in two significant capital projects, 
including new roofing in the 
Aquatic and Fitness Center and 
long-needed improvements in the 
Community Center HVAC sys- 
tem. All councilmembers except 
Edward Putens were present. 

The Eleanor and Franklin 
Roosevelt Democratic Club made 
a surprise presentation at the 
beginning of the meeting. On 
behalf of the club’s executive 
board, Nicole Williams presented 
council with a $500 check for 
the city’s Emergency Assistance 
Fund, which is designated to 
assist city residents who are at 
risk of eviction. The donation 
represents contributions made by

members throughout the year to 
the club’s wish box. This has 
become a tradition. 
Theater Update 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin gave a brief update 
on the status of the Greenbelt 
theater renovation. He said that, 
based on information presented 
at a progress meeting held the 
prior week, the work is about 
two months behind schedule. 
The delay is in part because the 
project needs to be redesigned 
to use the return air duct in the 
auditorium because the HVAC 
replacement for the auditorium 
has been put off until Phase 2. 
Additionally, another duct issue 
was discovered that requires 
some redesign of the bathroom 
renovation work. McLaughlin 
said he hoped to find ways to 
accelerate the schedule but at 
this point the target has become 
the end of February. 

Councilmember Silke Pope 
said the delay was disappoint- 
ing but that renovation work is 
rarely predictable. “You never 
know what you'll find behind the 
walls,” she said. Councilmember 
Judith Davis encouraged residents 


to make a point of patronizing 
the restaurants and other busi- 
nesses in Roosevelt Center while 
the theater is closed. 
Councilmember Konrad Her- 
ling asked McLaughlin how 
confident the city is in the new 
projection for the end of Febru- 
ary. McLaughlin said that is now

Lucinda H. Frend, an office 
services supervisor with the FBI, 
died of cancer on December 15, 
2014, at the home of her son 
Daniel surrounded by family.

Surviving a Catholic 
upbringing with no more than 
the normal amount of guilt and 
anguish, she excelled at St. Am- 
brose School, Elizabeth Seton 
and Bladensburg High Schools 
and earned her degree from the 
University of Maryland. 

In between lamenting her sins, 
she developed an amazing work 
ethic like her dad, Richard. She 
mastered English grammar which 
served her well in her 30 years 
with C&P Telephone, Bell Atlan- 
tic, Verizon and a second career 
of 10 years with the FBI, serving 
her country. 

Cindy was hardworking and a 
lifelong giver to others, as well 
as somewhat religiously skeptical. 
Through her humble manner she 
was able to connect and build 
lifelong friendships with others. 
She volunteered for 30 years at 
the Berwyn Heights Volunteer 
Fire Department (BHVFD) where 
she served as the secretary. She 
was also an active member of the 
Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution and a volunteer proofreader 
for the News Review. She was 
proud to be part of the BHVFD 
and the FBI. She had dreamed 
of hanging out at the fire depart- 
ment in retirement “someday” 
and harassing the young folks 
until they threw her out. 

Her friends and family were 
often afraid when writing and 
emailing her, as it was impos- 
sible to write to her standards. 
She would never correct us, but 
we knew what she was think- 
ing. She had a true “Poppleton” 
family inappropriate sense of 
humor. 

Survivors include her son 
Daniel Frend and his wife Min- 
di of Glen Burnie, her long-term 
dear friend Jim Davis of Green- 
belt, her ex-husband Daniel W. 
Frend, Jr., her three grandchil- 
dren, Brennan, Kaitlin and Ava 
Frend, her two sisters Tricia and 
Joan and three brothers Rick, Jim 
and Scott, as well as many dear 
friends at the FBI, BHVFD and 
in Greenbelt.

In Memoriam

He was 
killed by an individual 
who hijacked an ambu- 
lance and crashed into 
Al’s car in Beltway Pla- 
za. (See article in the 
December 18 News Re- 
view) Al was born on January 
15, 1937, in Morse, La., to Hazel 
Gaspard and Amar Hargrave. 
He graduated from Southwestern 
Louisiana Institute in Lafayette 
in May of 1959. Thereafter, 
Al served in the United States 
Army and was stationed in Paris, 
France. After his military ser- 
vice, the launch of Sputnik cre- 
ated a call throughout the country 
for math and science teachers. 
Al answered this call by com- 
pleting a master’s degree in math 
and science from Hunter College 
in New York City. While in New 
York, Al met and married Susan 
Mack. 

Al served as a math teacher 
at John F. Kennedy High School 
in Silver Spring for 35 years 
from 1968 until his retirement 
in 2003. Televised interviews 
with the principal at Kennedy 
and some of Al’s former students 
and colleagues, recently aired by 
NBC News, attest to his remark- 
able achievements as an educator. 
Dialo Nelson, a former student 
and currently a teacher and foot- 
ball coach at Kennedy, noted 
that Al “was a dedicated teacher 
who left a great legacy of public 
service.” Principal Joe Rubens 
commented that Al always went 





above and beyond what 
was required both in his 
classes and in his com- 
munity and that “he was 
a tremendous champion 
for kids.” 

Throughout his ca- 
reer and into retire- 
ment, Al was an avid 
and competitive tennis 
player. As a long time tennis 
partner, I can personally attest to 
Al’s fanaticism. He and I were 
always the first ones to come to 
Braden Field for doubles four 
times a week, where we waited 
impatiently for other people to 
show up. We would either clean 
the courts of debris or rainwater, 
talk tennis or play singles. Al al- 
ways said, you should find some- 
thing you love and “go for it.” 
He truly did that when it came 
to tennis. On the other hand, his 
fellow tennis players often gave 
him grief because of his devotion 
to the Dallas Cowboys football 
team. He invited that scorn by 
wearing Cowboys’ insignias on 
the courts. Finally, although he 
was very lean and athletic, Al 
thoroughly enjoyed Cajun food. 

He was preceded in death 
by his parents and is survived 
by his sister, Velma Vice; her 
sons, Lowell, Joel and Jason; 
his sons, Michael Hargrave and 
daughter-in-law Abigail Hargrave 
of Annapolis and James Todd 
Hargrave and daughter-in-law 
Lies] Hargrave of Fort Collins, 
Co.; and his grandchildren Ben- 
jamin, Lillian, Charles, Samuel 
and Eleanor.

its own character expressed in 
poetry and song. Kindergarten 
students will then create talking 
bears and other animal charac- 
ters of their own, and the first 
grade classes will develop writing 
projects that relate to the perfor- 
mance. Second grade students 
will make puppets inspired by 
their own poetry. They will 
then present a show interweav- 
ing their poetry and puppets for 
the kindergarten and first grade 
classes. “The Hollow Stump” 
performances and the second 
grade workshops are funded by 
the Prince George’s Arts and Hu- 
manities Council grant. 

Ingrid will be bringing back 
to the school a previous puppet 
program as well. In the spring, 
first grade children will see 
“Butterfly Wonder” and make 
caterpillar and butterfly puppets 
to retell the story of transforma- 
tion and life cycles. The third 
grade will see “The Giant Tur- 
nip,” performed by Beech Tree 
Puppets. The students will then 
create puppets of their own and 
write their own fables, which 
they will perform for their class- 
mates. Ingrid hopes to expand 
the project to add dimensions of 
setting and character develop- 
ment, while classroom teachers 
are working on additional ways 
to use the puppets, building on 
the stories and the characters the 
students have created. 

In January, about the time of 
Lunar New Year celebrations, 
fourth and fifth grade students 
will learn about traditional Chi- 
nese shadow puppets, and then 
make their own puppets and 
create a show about the Chi- 
nese zodiac. They will also see 
a performance of “The Giant 
Turnip,” which uses shadow 
puppet elements extensively to 
show what takes place under the 
ground as the turnip in the tale 
grows. 

Ingrid and Ole hope to be 
able to continue their puppetry 
projects at Greenbelt Elementary 
School in the future. Inspired 
by the gift from the grandmoth- 
er that made so much of their 
residency possible this year, the 
Greenbelt Association for the Vi- 
sual Arts has partnered with the 
school PTA to create the Family 
Fund for the Arts at Greenbelt 
Elementary School. The fund 
hopes to bring more local artists 
to the school in future long-term 
residencies, as well as allow the 
Hasses to reach more children 
there each year.

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WATER MAINS 


It could be argued that the 
entire road bed is a public right- 
of-way in view of its long estab- 
lished usage, though the city has 
not pursued that issue. Instead it 
has had various understandings 
and misunderstandings with the 
owners of the Fury property as 
to the road’s maintenance and use 
and in recent years, even agree- 
ing to allow the owners to close 
the road to vehicle traffic. 

New Mains 

Now, with the refurbishing of 
the water tank, WSSC staff also 
want to replace the connecting 
mains, which have exceeded des- 
ignated life expectancy, and to 
install new ones relocated within 
street rights-of-way including the 
narrow strip of dedicated Ridge 
Road adjacent to the Fury prop- 
erty. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts expressed his preference 
for putting the new lines in the 
road bed itself so as not to dam- 
age any trees. He was advised, 
however, that the right-of-way 
is not sufficiently wide to make 
that change. 

When this matter was pre- 
sented to Assistant Planning Di- 
rector Terri Hruby, she asked the 
WSSC staff to present alterna- 
tives and two alternatives to the 
original plans were presented at 
the worksession. Both utilized 
either existing or new easements 
in resident back yards, something 
residents present did not wish 
to do. Councilmembers agreed 
it would be well to remove the 
pipes from the backyards.

As to the trees on the Ridge 
Road right-of-way, the general 
belief of residents present was 
that the trees had been seriously 
storm damaged and that their loss 
would not be significant. As to 
the abandoned line, WSSC will 
pack the then empty pipes with a 
Slurry preventing the pipes, bur- 
ied five to eight feet deep, from 
collapsing. The pipes will be 
left in place. The existing utility 
easements will be vacated, giving 
the property owners full use of 
their backyards. 

Although not on the city’s 
invitation list, Crystal Jones and 
David Jones, Sr. were present to 
represent their property across 
Ridge Road but not within the 
city, 300 Ridge Road. They al- 
luded to an ongoing battle with 
the city over the use and main- 
tenance of the road over many 
decades. They asked if the area 
disturbed by the water line instal- 
lation might be resurfaced as a 
pathway for children using Ridge 
Road to go to school so as to 
keep them off of their property. 
Council agreed to consider this 
idea, although concern was ex- 
pressed that steep grades might 
make the path unsuitable. 

Pipe work will be done from 
the water tank to existing pipe 
on Lastner Lane and bordering 
the corner lot there. On Lastner 
Lane the pipe will be laid along- 
side the curb. This work could 
disrupt traffic, possibly causing 
the temporary rerouting of Metro 
and school buses.

On more than one occasion 
the WSSC staff present (at least 
a half-dozen) whose principal 
spokespersons were Karen Wright, 
Systems Control group leader, 
and Scott Demler, principal civil 
designer for the Technical Ser- 
vices Group, told council that the 
new pipe may not last as long as 
the existing pipe might. Pipe of 
that era, lacking modern design 
technology, was over-built, they 
said. While that pipe could last 
still longer, its age could result in 
an increasing rate of failure. 

The water tank is there pri- 
marily to provide water pressure 
to homes in much of the northern 
part of the county, since the hill 
it is on is the second highest 
elevation in the county. It’s 
amazing that such a little tank 
can maintain water pressure in so 
many homes but that’s the way 
the laws of physics work. 

The water tank and adjacent 
property are loaded with anten- 
nas and cell towers, because of 
the height. WSSC permits public 
agencies to use the property with- 
out charge and both the city po- 
lice and public works utilize the 
facility for their radio systems. 

City streets are not located on 
city “owned” land. They are on 
public rights-of-way dedicated 
for public use by the owners 
of adjacent property upon its 
subdivision or for other reasons. 
Public utilities and other public 
agencies have the right to use 
the property for their needs as 





well as for its use as a public 
thoroughfare. 

The city assumes responsibility 
for maintaining the streets, gener- 
ally upon their being built by the 
adjacent property owner in accor- 
dance with city standards. Since 
these rights-of-way are dedicated 
for public use, the public cannot 
be restricted in general from us- 
ing them. If property ceases to 
be used by the public by order of 
a court, the use may be vacated; 
in such a case, the right-of-way 
becomes the property of adjacent 
landholders. 

The easements in the back- 
yards of the Boxwood homes 
were granted to WSSC for a 
water main, although the property 
remains owned by the owner of 
the lot. The easement permits 
WSSC to install and maintain a 
water line within that easement 
and limits what the homeowner 
can do to that property, such as 
build a structure on it. WSSC 
can relinquish its right to that 
easement, in which case the own- 
er then obtains full use of that 
property. 

Windsor Green 

The city council had hoped 
to turn this meeting into a stake- 
holder meeting with WSSC and 
to cover some other issues. Al- 


though that did not work out, 
council was provided with in- 
formation about a long-standing 
problem with low water pressure 
in some homes in the Windsor 
Green development. 

Because that development was 
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built upon another high point in 
the city, it has experienced low 
water pressure problems since it 
was built. WSSC now requires 
builders to install booster pumps 
in homes on high ground. But 
Windsor Green was “then” and 
some 210 homeowners are af- 
fected. 

Wright told council that 
WSSC staff has met with the 
Windsor Green homeowners 
and reached agreement. WSSC 
will provide homeowners with 
pumps which they can have 
installed by a plumber. WSSC 
will provide a rebate of up to 
$800 for the plumbing installa- 
tion. There will be a two-year 
time period in which this work 
can be done. 

Councilmembers Edward 
Putens and Judith Davis were 
concerned that with the turn- 
over of properties there, not 
all homeowners would get the 
word. Wright noted that WSSC 
was dealing with homeown- 
ers and not the residents, who 
might be renters. She noted 
that the problem varies in the 
development depending on el- 
evation. Only 59 of the 210 
homeowners have complained, 
she said. Davis said that by the 
end of the two year period, new 
owners may not get the word. 

Roberts questioned why these 
customers had to maintain and re- 
place the pumps when they were 
worn out. He felt they should 
get service equal to that of other 
water customers.

the goal for completing Phase 
1, including acquisition of the 
equipment required for the 35mm 
projector. 

Middle School 

Ongoing discussion about the 
feasibility of the city using five 
classrooms in the old Greenbelt 
Middle School for programming 
or services in Greenbelt West 
continued with a cost estimate 
from Gardiner and Gardiner on 
what it would take to make the 
rooms usable. The information 
they provided was not a bid 
or formal estimate to do work; 
rather it was informational to the 
city to aid its discussions. Espe- 
cially in light of a recent jump 
in the rent (now up to $10 per 
square foot) quoted by the county 
for city use of the space, the 
discussion has largely become a 
cost-benefit analysis. The mayor 
explained that the council had 
asked the city manager to get 
the estimate as a way to move 
forward council’s own discussions 
as well as those with the school 
system staff. 

The estimate received was for 
nearly $179,000, plus a $10,000 
contingency. The biggest single 
cost was $52,000 to replace heat- 
ing units in the rooms. An item 
of new construction was also 
included: almost $6,000 for ex- 
panding existing bathroom space 
to meet applicable ADA require- 
ments. Over and above the reno- 
vation and rental costs, McLaugh- 
lin pointed out that there would 
be other ongoing costs associated 
with staffing the space. He also 


noted that, whereas the original 
plan had been for the French Im- 
mersion School to use only about 
45 percent of the available space, 
it is now the case that the 1mmer- 
sion program will use all but the 
five classrooms. 

As presented to council by 
McLaughlin, the most likely city 
use for the space would be by 
the Greenbelt CARES office for 
extending GED, tutoring and 
mentoring programs. Other po- 
tential uses that had been dis- 
cussed earlier, such as by the 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment or the Recreation Depart- 
ments, are no longer thought to 
be feasible. 

In his memorandum to the 
city council about these matters, 
McLaughlin asserted that the rent 
is too high, especially considering 
that the city would have to make 
improvements such as the heaters, 
which would remain in the space 
if the city were to leave. In the 
absence of successful negotiation 
of better terms, he recommended 
against pursuing the matter fur- 
ther, considering the city’s other 
capital needs. 

Davis agreed that the rent 
would have to be lowered to take 
into account not just the heaters 
but most of the other renovations 
and improvements that would ac- 
crue to the county if the city left 
the space. She said the city had 
had “a great idealistic Utopian 
dream” of how the space might 
be used but not at this price. 

Herling, too, questioned the 
investment by the city in long-

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term improvements. He said 
he thought the city’s use would 
likely be relatively short term but 
that the city’s plans for short- 
term versus long-term use would 
be different and should both be 
discussed. 

Councilmember Leta Mach, 
who is the council liaison to 
both the Advisory Committee on 
Education and also the Greenbelt 
Middle School Task Force, the 
latter having completed its work 
in exploring possible city uses 
for the space, said she was “very 
disappointed that this is the state 
we’re in.” She asked why there 
had been no accounting by the 
school system on the more than 
doubling of the rental costs. 

Mach disagreed with the city 
manager on whether the planning 
department could use the space. 
He had advised that the problem 
would be that the space currently 
housing the department in the 
Community Center had been per- 
manently subdivided years ago 
and would not be easily adapted to 
other uses without spending a good 
deal of renovation money there. 
Mach suggested that Greenbelt Ac- 
cess Television (GATE) could use 
some of the space. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said that, even though the 
estimate was intended only to 
be informational, conclusions 
should never be drawn from 
one estimate. He urged getting 
competitive bids to see if neces- 
sary work could be done more 
economically. He suggested that 
if some CARES functions could

to further negotiation but it was 
only slightly ajar. 

Whaples, who was present in 
the audience, spoke very force- 
fully in saying that the school 
board has chosen to use the space 
as a school in bringing the im- 
mersion program there, that they 
are using most of it as a school 
immediately and will almost sure- 
ly expand the student population 
and in the relatively near future 
take back the space being offered 
to the city for rental. And that’s 
okay, he said, because “that’s the 
perfect use of that space and will 
continue to be. The number of 
classrooms is far too few in this 
county now and that will con- 
tinue to be the case.” 

Davis made a motion that ar- 
rangements be made for staff and 
council to brief the new school 
board representative and that staff 
attempt to negotiate the costs of 
the rent and permanent improve- 
ments to the property with the 
school system staff. The motion 
carried 5-1, with Pope voting 
against continuing to negotiate. 

Electric Vehicle Recharging 

It was just a matter of time 
before this “first” came up, given 
increasing interest among Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. (GHI) mem- 
bers in electric cars. The city 
received its first request to give 
permission for installation of an 
Electric Vehicle Service Equip- 
ment charging station in a city 
right-of-way. In this case, Ken 
and Elizabeth Chandler of 62 
Court Ridge have asked to install 
the charging station adjacent to 
the curb at their GHI-assigned 
parking space. It will be hard- 
wired to the electric unit installed 
in their house. The Chandlers 
have agreed to accept full finan- 
cial responsibility for all costs 
associated with the permitting, 
installation, maintenance and any 
removal of the unit and associ- 
ated cabling. GHI has agreed to 
accept responsibility for parking 
enforcement and long-term main- 
tenance should the Chandlers de- 
fault on their commitments. All 
parties will sign a Memorandum 
of Understanding (MOU). 

Resident Chris Shuman asked 
if the city was adequately pro- 
tected against liability in case 
of vandalism or other damage. 
City Solicitor John Shay said an 
indemnity clause could be added 
easily enough. With that addition 
the council approved the MOU as 
proposed. 

Recognizing that it will likely

receive similar requests in the 
future, the city has cautioned that 
the installation of charging units 
in city right-of-way for use by 
one residence will be limited to 
those areas of GHI where there is 
already resident-assigned parking 
within city-right-of-way. 

Film for FBI 

An addition to the agenda was 
a request from Herling, which was 
approved by council, to authorize 
support from the city of $5,000 
toward the production costs of 
the Four Cities video for use in 
promoting Greenbelt Station as the 
site for the new FBI headquarters. 
The cities of Berwyn Heights, 
College Park and New Carrollton 
will also contribute. 

Local Legislation 

Assistant City Manager David 
Moran presented two bills that 
will be introduced in the 2015 
General Assembly session that 
would be effective only in Prince 
George’s County. One is the pe- 
rennial effort to impose a fee of 
up to five cents on plastic bags. 
Pope noted that it was unfortu- 
nate that there was no provision 
for use of these fees. 

The other is a requirement 
that Prince George’s County pre- 
pare an annual report on the tax 
differential it provides each mu- 
nicipality and make it publicly 
available. The differential is the 
difference in tax rebated when a 
municipality provides a service 
that would otherwise have to be 
provided by the county. Cur- 
rently, cities are informed on only 
their own differential figures. 
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Making this information available 
to all will make the process more 
transparent. The city council 
agreed to support both bills. 
Presentations 

The city received a Let’s 
Move! Cities, Towns and Coun- 
ties award at the National League 
of Cities conference in Novem- 
ber. The city achieved gold 
medal level in all areas of the 
Let’s Move! initiative. 

The city also received a Mary- 
land Energy Administration award 
at the Prince George’s County 
Municipal Association meeting 
last month for its participation 
in the Maryland Smart Energy 
Communities Program. Julie 


McHale, Director of Recreation, 
and Luisa Robles, Sustainability 
Coordinator, were presented the 
two awards respectively.

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Rep. Steny Hoyer Visits 
St. Hugh’s Food Pantry

A special Santa made an early 
visit to Greenbelt on November 
21, in the form of U.S. Congress- 
man and House Democratic Whip 
Steny H. Hoyer (MD-5), bringing 
food to help stock the Greenbelt 
Food Pantry. 

This came about when a Hoy- 
er staff member read a letter to 
the editor in the November 13 
issue of the News Review from 
Solange Hess, chair of the pantry 
committee, thanking donors for 
their unfailing generosity. The 
pantry is located at St. Hugh of 
Grenoble Catholic Church as part 
of the Ladies of Charity mission 
but provides food for any Green- 
belt resident regardless of church 
affiliation. 

Hoyer’s staff routinely donates 
to area food pantries but his visit 
here was in no way routine for 
pantry volunteers. It began with 
a call to Mary Ann Tretler, presi- 
dent of the Ladies of Charity, 
about the congressman’s desire to 
visit the pantry and the security 
measures that would need to be 
in effect. 

Prior to the visit, Hoyer staff 
visited St. Hugh’s and the loca- 
tions in which Hoyer would be. 
On the day of the visit, gov- 
ernment officials did a security 
sweep of the area. After clear- 
ance was obtained Hoyer arrived, 
escorted by an FBI agent. 

“Food pantries play a vital 
role in assisting families who 
might otherwise have no place to 
turn for food, especially during 
the holiday season,” Hoyer said. 
He also commented on the 1m- 
portant work done by the Ladies 
of Charity, of which the pantry 
is a part. 

St. Hugh's has collected food 
for the hungry for years. In 
2007, when Hess was president 
of the Ladies of Charity, she met 
with the pastor of St. Hughs, 
Reverend Walter Tappe, to dis- 
cuss what more could be done. 


MVA Expands Waiver 


Period for Veterans 

The Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Administration (MVA) has an- 
nounced that the Commercial 
Driver’s License (CDL) Military 
Waiver grace period to allow a 
waiver of the CDL skills test for 
veterans has been increased from 
90 days to one year from the 
date of military separation. 

The CDL Military Waiver al- 
lows veterans and active duty 
personnel who meet specific cri- 
teria to use the skills they ob- 
tained in the military to obtain 
the recognized civilian CDL. 
As permitted under regulations 
from the Federal Motor Carrier 
Safety Administration (FMCSA), 
the MVA will waive the driver 
skills test for veterans, which is 
required to obtain a commercial 
license. 

The waiver only applies to a 
Class A and Class B CDL. To 
qualify veterans must have two 
years of experience driving as 
part of their job function imme- 
diately preceding their discharge 
from the military; have a good 
driving record; have certification 
from their commanding officers 
of the type of vehicle they oper- 
ated to determine the appropriate 
license classification and their 
years of operation and pass the 
CDL knowledge test. 


Fr. Tappe designated a room in 
Grenoble Hall to be the pantry, 
shelves were installed and com- 
munity outreach was expanded. 
Over the years many organiza- 
tions, groups and individuals have 
supported the pantry through 
donations of food and some- 
times money to keep the shelves 
stocked. Bob Davis, general 
manager of the Co-op Supermar- 
ket, provided a green bin and a 
space to keep it, near the store 
exit, making it convenient for 
shoppers to drop off food before 
leaving the store. 

Pantry volunteers meet each 
Friday to prepare bags for recipi- 
ents. They are given three bags 
a week, one with food for break- 
fasts, one for lunches and one for 
dinners. Recipients must call the 
St. Hugh's Rectory a day in ad- 
vance to schedule a pick-up time. 

First time recipients must 
schedule a screening appointment, 
in which identification and Green- 
belt residency is confirmed. All 
information is kept confidential. 
Call the rectory at 301-474-4322, 
Monday through Friday from 8 
a.m. to 2 p.m. to schedule an ap- 
pointment. 

The Ladies of Charity is the 
world’s oldest faith-based volun- 
teer group. It was formed in 17th 
century France to champion the 
poor and underprivileged. The 
St. Hugh’s Ladies of Charity was 
established in 1946.

Greenbelter C. McGrath 
Leads Indian Programs

On Saturday, December 6 an 
event titled Captured Shadows: 
Circulating Images of Native 
Americans on Film was held in 
the Rasmusson Theater at the 
National Museum of the Amerti- 
can Indian (NMAI). The two- 
part symposium was organized 
by Dr. Caitlin McGrath, who was 
also the lead speaker. McGrath, 
who resides in Greenbelt, is ac- 
tive in the Friends of Greenbelt 
Theatre. 

At the symposium she fo- 
cused on the photographic work 
of Joseph Kossuth Dixon, who 
spent the years 1908 to 1913 
traveling by railroad across the 
United States photographing a 
wide range of Native Americans 
in their daily lives. He hoped 
to help them gain the rights of 
American citizenship. 

The second speaker was Andy 
Uhrich, a film archivist from Indi- 
ana University, who described the 
team of Katherine Ertz-Bowden 
and Charles Bowden who toured 
the United States from 1904 to 
1908. They lectured on Longfel- 
low’s poem Hiawatha, displaying 
film from a staging of the poem 
by Ojibwe actors. 

Jennifer Jenkins, a professor 
from the University of Arizona, 


then spoke on The Afterlife of 
Film, describing the work of the 
American Indian Film Gallery. 
This is a collection of films ar- 
chived at the University of Ari- 
zona that allows researchers and 
native communities to examine a 
century of recordings of Native 
American experiences. 

The final speaker for the first 
session was Ralph Bauer, a pro- 
fessor from the University of 
Maryland, who rounded out the 
forum by presenting non-film 
views and attitudes toward Native 
Americans from the 1400s to the 
present. 

The second session presented 
a group of short films from Na- 
vajo Film Themselves from 1966 
and 2013, followed by a question 
and answer discussion with ar- 
chivists and the filmmakers. The 
event was a fascinating glimpse 
into how Native Americans have 
been portrayed over the years 
by a disparate group of observ- 
ers, leading one to question the 
impact that film images of Na- 
tive Americans have had on the 
creation of the stereotypes that 
persist to this day.
